The steamer Sierra Nevada arrived from 
Sun Francisco this morning at a quarter paat 
five o'clock, bringing the following important 
despatches : 

Washington, May G. — Official despatches 
received at the War Department announce 
the advance of General Bntler with his com- 
maud, and his successful landing at City 
Point, Va. 

The Government has information via 
Fortress .Monroe, that Uenuregatd is at 
Petersburg, Va., with ,10,000 men. 

Wasihsoto.v, May 7— The Republican has 
the following :— The government has informa- 
tion to this morning that on VVcdncslay 
night Grant's whole army was entirely across 
the Rapidari. It had reached the plain a 
little beyond the old Chaueellorville battle 
grouud, when Leo inarched oul of his works 
and offered bailie which was at oiicq ac- 
cepted ; the light became fierce and lasted 
until dark, the enemy being forced back some 
distance with great loss, leaving most of their 
killed and wounded in our hands. The two 
armic3 lay qn their arms all night on VVede 
nesduy. At daylight on Thursday the battle 
opened again and raged with great fury on 
both sides until dark when it was found the 
enemy had been lowed back in the two days' 
lijjjlit about two nii.'er and a half, leaviiig 
heaps of killed and vvoiirlet! on the field.

THE NEWS. 



The intelligence received on Saturday last 
from tbe Kaslern States is nine days later 
than our provioua advices, and ia more than 
usually ennguinary in its characler. From 
the despatches, which are more inexplicable 
even than usual, it would appear thai the re- 
cent batlles between Grant and Lee have 
been almost equal in slaughter to auy of the 
former struggles in Virginia. Anything ap- 
proaching, however, a connected suinmaty of 
the series of engagements is beyond the in- 
genuity uf editoriul compilation. In our last 
remarks on the war, we alluded to the strong 
position in which Lue was intrenched, and 
the probability that an effort would be made 
by Grant to divert hiu from the situation. 
Our surmise has been 60 far correct, that J.ee 
boa been led lo leave his iutronchments nnd 
give battle in order to frustrate, if po»sib!e, 
Grant's combination with Butler, which it is 
ovidenl, he knew, was progressing, although 
fie despatches speak ol Butler's advance up 
the James river being only known to the 
Confederates the following morning. The 
Southern General was evidently afraid 
ol deluy, and, therefore, instead of noting on 
tbe defensive became the assailant, It ap- 
pears, however, that the converging scheme 
ol Grant and Butler has been kept more 
than usually secret, and has up till almost the 
commencement of the recent battlesdeceived 
the Northern people as well.as the Southern 
army. Bumside's feint on tbe Rappahannock 
answered this purpose admirably, and enabled 
the Federal forces to land on the James 
river, nnd take their enemy, to a certain ex 
tent, by surprise. The first of the late im- 
portant struggles between Leo and Grant 
commenced on Wednesday, tbe 5lh inat.J im- 
mediately after the Federal forces had cross- 
ed the Rapidan. The fighting continued with 
but little more than a duy's intermission till 
the end of last Tuesday night, after which 
we have nothing but rumorp. The first day's 
battle ended in Leo being driven from his 
position, leaving most of his killed and 
wounded in the hands ol tbe Federals. Tbe 
second day (Thursday) was a stubborn con- 
lost Jand consequently a bloody one; but 
beyond driving Lee a little further back, 
making his retrograde movement two miles 
and a half from his position on Wednesday 
morning, nothing was gained by Grant. The 
next day was more destructive than the 
preceding, and the furious onslaughts of tbe 
Confederate made serious gaps ia the North- 
ern 3rny, several times placing it in a sori- 
ous predicament, by the successful assaults 
oo its right wing. Burnside'B corps, num- 
bering 30,000, wot brought into the action 
late in tbe day, and enabled Grant to force 
Lee three miles lurther back. According to 
the Tribune's despatch, the Confederate 
general on this occasion left 3000 killed and 
10,000 wounded in the bands of the Feder- 
als. Saturday's fight still exhibited Leo on the 
offensive, and attacking vigorously and suc- 
cessfully the left wing, the centre, and 
the right wing of Grant's nrrry. Hancock's 
corps was beaten back by Longstreet, who 
planted the Southern flug on the Federal 
General's breast-works. Everything was in 
the greatest confusion in ihis portion of the 
Northern army, when reinforcements from 
Burnside carne up, and drove Longstreet 
quickly back, with heavy loss. Hancock's 
corps was badly cut up, nnd Seymour's 
division also suffered heavily ; but the result 
was a still greater retrograde movement on 
the part of Lee. Tbe following day, Sunday, 
seems to have come acceptably to both 
parties, as a day of rest and recuperation. 
On .Monday morning, however, the contest 
was again renewed. This time Burnside 
commenced the attack on the left wing of the 
Conlederates, commanded by Longstreet, and 
succeeded in forcing 'bat General's position, 
driving several of the divisions into conlusioo. 
It would seem, however, that the Confede- 
rates recovered and were able to renew their 
attacks on both wings ol Grunt's army, 
pressing Ilaucock and Sedgwick badly. 
Thoy were, however, ultimately repulsed with 
considerable loss. Towards dark, a secind 
and concentrated attack xaa made on 
Sedgwick on the right, crushing hi the 
Federal General's line. Tbe disaster, 
like that of Hancock on Saturday, was speed 
ily retrieved by reinforcements, and the enemy 
b*ing repulsed, withdrew under cover of the 
darkness. In t h i p* duy's lighting General 
Sedgwick was killed; and L ingstreet, on llie 
Conlederule sido, reporled Wounded. The 
next duy : s battle wag tbe last of which we 
tav» any account. The principal portion ol 
this day was taken up in looking after the 
wounded; but at half-past 6ix in the nfler 
noon, for tho first t'ine during tho whole se- 
ries of engagements, the Federal army began 
as assailants, Lee having been busily en- 
gaged during the night in throwing up in- 
trench nonts, breast-works and barricades, 
making his position stronger than any line of 
defence ho possessed since leaving the Ra 
pidan. Al the hour above slated, ami at a 
given signal, the whole Northern army 
advanced to the attack. A murderous fire 
was opened upon them by tho Confederates, 
but with n steady intrepidity the gigantic 
mass prossed on, filling up its broken ranks, 
and never hailing until tlu rifle pits were 
gained, and the sharp-shooters bayonetted, 
Tbencumo the 'desperation of a hand to hand 
conflict, and night left thu Fedcials musters 
of the field. 

In this brief and imperfect summary, wo, 
of course, are altogether dependent on North- 
ern accotuilH, which, as j wcll ns iho South- 
ern, must always be taken with certain 
grains of allowance. There is sufficient evi- 
dence, however, to justify the conclusion that 
the Northern army hns been unmistakably 
viotorioue. Leo has been beaten from tbo 
position ho originally held at Fredericksburg, 
donn to Spotsylvania Court Uouso, a dis- 
tance of probably twenty miles.'- Boyond this 
forced retrograde movenienl, however, there 
is little to say ubout advau'lages on Iho^sido 
of Grant. Tho killed •xijdnyeunded of both 
armies must reucb a total of but 1 i It la sborl 
of forty thousand men. This great aud siok- 
•atng slaughter will bo less felt by Grunt than 
by Lee. For while the former can always 
be in a position to recsivo reinforcements, Uo 
will not likely obtain any aaaistauce from

The sloop rIbo brings six or seven 
cwt. o( specimens of copper ore. Tho Liuirn 
left the Island on Thursday morning. The 
aew; (ruin the mine is very encouraging, the 
vein holding out wull; eight men are at work, 
and bavo got out seven tons of ore, ranging 
from nine to twonty-five per cent, of copper. 
Tho manager has traced the lodo from two 
and a half lo three miles, and in some places 
found it four feet in width nt the surface, 
bearing tood indications of being u valuable 
lodo. Mr. Duistan, who is a thoroughly prac- 
tical miner, having been assistant manager 
of a copper mino in Cornwall since his boy- 
hood, and having also examined coppnr mines 
Irom Canada to Mexico, says he has pros- 
pected a good deal of tho surrounding coun- 
try, and is satisfied that it is one of the rich 
est copper bearing regions in the known 
world. All it wants is capital for tho devel- 
opment of its mineral wealth, to build up a 
most flourishing colony. Mr. Dunatun met 
thirty or forty canoes filled with Queen Char- 
lotte Indians, near Ballanac Island, about half 
way between Departuro Baj and Sangster Is- 
land. There were between 400 and r>00 In-- 
dians, on their way bsck home. When they 
came alongside the schooner, they had their 
arms all ready, and Mr. Dunstan believes had 
they not seen him and his party well armed, 
they might have given him some trouble.- - 
They ila'ed that they had been driven away 
from Victoria, and expressed their anger at 
tho treatment. Mr. Dunstan states that it 
wus to his camp that the wounded men from 
13uto Inlet were brought, and that he dressed 
their wounds before they went lo Nanainio.

FROM BOISH,. ORO FOTO; &o. 

A man cumc into this city last week bring- 
ing a specimen of gold-beannfj quartz, which 
bo snid ho found in the Plue niounluins 
about twenty-live miles distnnt from this 
city . The quartz wus examined hy u com- 
petent judgo who pronounced it rich. The 
niun who brought it in lelt again lor the 
mountains, promising to return this week 
with a sack of lbo ((iiariz to have it assayed. 
Ho also stated thai i' the vicinity of where 
he obtained tba quarts he found good pros- 
pects lor placer diggings. This story bus 
thu more interest here from the lact that a 
gentleman of undoubted veracity told our 
citizens lure last fall lhat, while out looking 
for his horses on ihe mountains somewhere 
between here and (Jrumle Rondo Valley, he 
I found cropping* of gold-bearing quartz which 
I be thought indicated the existence of a rch 
lode somewhere in the vicinity, nnd was only 
prevented from prospecting for itnt the time 
by the snow which bad just began to fall. 

Some three or four weeks ugo n man ar- 
rived hare from the Dalles, and a few days 
afterwards the small pox broke out upon him. I 
He had taken lodgings at Mr. David W.s- 
ton's where be remained until be wns cured 
ol the disease. About the time uf his re- 
covery, two ur three membeis of Mr. Wos- 
toi.'s family were taken with the disease, 
anil are yet down wiln it, though in a fair 
way for recovery. Tho oily authorities have 
fenced up the streets around Mr. Weston's 
plnce, nnd placed guards upon thu ground to 
prevent persons from passing in und out uf 
Ihe enclosure. The disease need not spread 
unless peoplo go where it is to catch the in- 
fection, and the plan adopted by Ihe city 
authorities, it is hoped, will pievent its 
spreading further. 

Accounts from Boise represout thnt the 
market is overstocked with almost every kind 
of merchandise. Many merchants at the dif- 
ferent mining camps rite selling their stocks 
with the intention of clossmg out their busi- 
ness ; so that three or four mouths hence, 
when the presetil surplus is disposed of, the 
aompetition will not be so great but that the 
business will again be good.

Wo bavj 
plenty of woik for at least four hundred 
minem, at from .*;"> lo $6 per day. 

Toe country 10 the north of us is already 
atlracting the attention of settlers. We ate 
told Ibat after ascending the hill from Clear- 
water, the soil offers every inducement to the 
farmer and ranchoro. Four miles Irom hero, 
along the Hatwai Creek, there are fifteen 
hundred acres uf as rich land as can be found 
on ".he Pacific coast. TI10 tuble-lund beUeen 
the Palouse and Clearwatei is already 
covcrc-d with gra*s from six to ten inches 
high ; und the Palouse bottom is extensive 
enough 10 support a large farming community. 
Mr. Hugby left Leiviston on Tuesday last, 
with a full supply of funning tools und pro- 
visions, intend ing to establish a station al 
Palouse crossing, about AO miles directly 
uorlli of this place. 

Ml. Joseph Hairing left four weeks since, 
with the necessary outfit for a station at the 
Spokane crossing ; and wu learn that a party 
will leave this place on Saturday, to select a 
ranch un the Hatwai, four miles from here. 
Thus it will be seen tliut the new wagon- 
road lo Kootenai will not lack stations for the 
accommodation ol the traveling public. 

Mr. lincon, the ex'pressrnnn, from L'lk City, 
arrived on Thurs-duy lust, three days and a 
half Irom Elk City, lie reports miners at 
work, and taking out nlinnst incredible 
amounts daily. Mr. Bacon thinks this camp 
excels in richness any yut struck on this 
const. Ho repoits tho enow upon the moun- 
tains as very deep, but the trail hard and 
pleusunt for fool passengers. Many are re- 
turning from their winter quirters nnd got 
ting ready for spring. Elk City is said 10 
present a lively appearance.— Walla Walla 
Statesman .
